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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to applicant's assertion the prior art 
reference of US000790714 (Brat) does indeed include a center hole defined by, for example, the inner most annular ring or hub. The 
center hole does indeed include discrete inward radiating wings defining orifices (e.g. - D) supporting at their inner most extent mantle rod 
member (A). The scope of Applcicant's braodly recited claim does not preclude the center hole having structure scuh as the mantle rod 
member (A) in Brat. That is, the mere recitation of "a center flame hole" presume the center hole to be free and clear of other other than 
the objects other than the specified inner radiating wings. 
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
